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Electric 
vehicle 
charge fees 
begin June 1

AGAWAM - ‘The move to 
raise the cost of electric vehicle 
charging stations is set to go into 
effect next week. 

The mayors office this week 
issued a press release announcing 
the new price for charging will be 
in effect on June 1. 

There are seven _ electric 
charging stations throughout the 
Town of Agawam. 

There were a number of argu- 
ments about changing the cost 
of the stations and it generated a 
number of public comments be- 
lieving a fee would suppress the 
expansion of electric vehicle use. 

But the arguments against 
town taxpayers paying for the use 
of the charging stations won out 
and a rate of 60 cents per kilowatt 
hour was passed by a 9-1 vote of 
the council on March 15. 

Originally, the town adminis- 
tration had proposed a fee of $1.00

Capital plan kept lean 





during next few years

AGAWAM - ‘The Agawam City 
Council voted in favor of the may- 
ors Capital Improvement Plan 9-0, 
while also weighing on some of the 
items being proposed over the next 
half-decade. 

The Capital Improvement Pro- 
gram was presented to the public 
last Monday night. The plan out- 
lines capital needs of the town over 
the next five years. 

Mayor William Sapelli present- 
ed the capital program, starting 
by expressing the uncertainty the 
town had gone through during the 
last year. 

“When we presented last year, 
we were in a pandemic, said Sa- 
pelli. “We have a lot of needs and 
we were not sure what revenues 
we would have. We slashed a lot 
of items. But those needs have not 
gone away. We have those and we 
have new needs this year. 

Sapelli said the town is fiscally 
conversative in the proposal for 
FY2022 in an effort to keep costs 
down. 

Among the reductions Town 
Treasurer Laurel Placzek showed 
was $310,000 for a street sweeper. 


She said the town has funds in the 
current fiscal year budget to pur- 
chase the sweeper, thus making it 
unnecessary to have in the capital 
plan for FY2022. 

Another adjustment was a re- 
duction in capital spending on 
roads and sidewalks. Placzek ex- 
plained money was appropriated 
to make up for the reductions in 
the capital plans, and the town will 
end up spending more money on 
roads and sidewalks this year than 
initially planned. 

For borrowing, the town will 
seek to borrow for the Tuckahoe 
Turf Dam repair at a cost of about 
$2 million. There are also sewer and 
water projects, but they are funded 
by the user fees collected by those 
enterprise funds, including debt 
service in the case of a borrowing. 

Placzek mentioned the roof 
replacement at Agawam High 
School, saying $1.8 million is need- 
ed for the roof in FY2023, but fund- 
ing may not be needed if the town 
can obtain funds from the Massa- 
chusetts School Building Author- 
ity.

Mazza’s career began with the 
City of Springfield as a comptrol- 
ler, and has continued in the pub- 
lic works sector for more than two 
decades. 

Mazza introduced himself to 
the council and is eager to make a 
positive impact in Agawam. 

“I spent 16 years working my 
way through the ranks and till I 
reached the deputy superinten- 
dent,’ he said. “In 2015, I was of- 
fered the position of director of 
the DPW in Longmeadow. 

He served Longmeadow for 
five years, continuing to grow in 
the field. He said Longmeadow 
had divisions the DPW in Spring- 
field did not have, allowing him 
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to learn even more. He worked in 
Longmeadow until the position 
in Agawam opened up following 
Golbas retirement. 

He thanked the town for the 
opportunity to serve the commu- 
nity. 

Mazza began working for the 
town eight weeks ago and has 
spent much of his time getting 
familiar with the operations, staff, 
and learning about the various 
projects going on. 

“We have a lot going on, he 
told the city council. “As you 
probably already know.’ 

He talked about the different 
projects both in process and those 
that will be completed soon. He 
mentioned the Morgan-Sullivan 
Bridge area work will be complet- 
ed soon, and said the town would 
soon be starting with this year's 
work on roads and sidewalks.

encourage folks to give gardening 
a try. Growing tomatoes is a good 
place to start. First, because growing 
them is relatively easy and secondly, 
because you will be delighted with a 
great return for your investment of a 
little money and some time. No su- 
permarket tomato could ever com- 
pare to one that is homegrown and 
sun-ripened. 

First of all, head to the local nursery and se- 
lect a plant. There are many varieties to choose 
from. Do you prefer slicing tomatoes, cherry or 
pear-shaped for salads, or meaty paste types? If 
you plan on growing your tomato in a patio con- 
tainer, it may be best to settle on a determinate 
or bush type that will require next to no staking 
and will remain tidy in its pot. 

Find a spot in your yard that gets at least six 
hours of sun a day. Less than that and you will 
have more leaves than fruit. If necessary, remove 
existing sod to accommodate your plant(s). 
Tomatoes should be spaced about 18 inches to 
two feet away from one another. For one plant 
prepare a section two feet wide by two feet deep. 
Now, go ahead a dig a fairly deep hole. How deep 
depends on the size of your transplant. Since to- 
matoes have the ability to form roots along their 
stem, plan on burying one-half to three-quarters 
of the stem in addition to the root ball. Dont 
worry; although this planting depth sounds ex- 
treme, it will be better for the plant in the long 
run. In my experience, a cup or two of well-rot- 
ted manure or aged compost mixed with the soil 
in the bottom of the planting hole along with a 
sprinkling of balanced organic fertilizer is all the 
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least a foot wide and deeper if possi- 
ble. Fill it 50/50 with potting soil and 
garden loam or compost. The blend 
will be lightweight and nutritious. 
Tomatoes need support in the 
form of a cage or tall bamboo stakes 
wrapped with twine at regular inter- 
vals. Although your transplants may 
seem puny now, go ahead and install 
the supports at planting time. Once planting is 
complete be sure to give them a hearty drink. 
Continue to water every other day for the first 
week or so if nature doesn't provide adequate 
rainfall. Watering at the base of the plant will di- 
rect water to the roots and keep most of the fo- 
liage dry. A good practice in disease prevention. 
Once the plants are established, a deep watering 


twice a week is all that is necessary. Mulch of 
some kind, be it straw, grass clippings, chopped 
leaves or even sheets of newspaper will keep the 
weeds down and conserve moisture; some say 
it also helps to prevent disease by preventing 
backsplash onto the foliage. 

Often times experts recommend pruning 
away the suckers that form between the main 
stem and side shoots. f you do you will have fruit 
that is bigger, but in smaller quantities. Most of 
all, don't worry about the rules and regulations, 
just do your best and have fun with your first 
gardening experience.

What is the best time to claim Social Security?

ear Rusty: I will be 64 in May 
1) of this year, and Id like to know the best 
time to claim Social Security. Signed: 

Anxious to Retire 

Dear Anxious: First, please understand that 
there is no one “best time” to claim your Social 
Security benefit, because when you should claim 
depends upon several factors, such as: 

¢ Your current health 

¢ Your life expectancy 

- Your immediate financial need 

¢ Whether you are married 

¢ Whether you are still working 

When you should claim also depends upon 
your personal benefit goals. For example, if you 
wish to maximize your monthly Social Security 
benefit amount, you can best do that by simply 
waiting until age 70 to claim. For each full year 
you delay past your full retirement age (FRA), 
your Social Security benefit will grow by 8%, 
up to age 70 when you get the maximum youre 
entitled to. If you are married and die first, that

will also provide your widow with 
a higher benefit as your survivor if 
your wife's own benefit is less than 
yours. But waiting until age 70 to maximize isnt 
for everyone. 

If you are in poor health and dont expect to 
enjoy at least average longevity (about 84 for a 
man your age now), then claiming earlier would 
be prudent. But claiming earlier also means a 
smaller benefit. Your full retirement age (FRA) is 
when you get 100% of the benefit youve earned 
from a lifetime of working. Your FRA is 66 % and 
if you wait longer than that you will earn Delayed 
Retirement Credits (DRCs) of .667% for each full 
month you delay. That means that if you delay 
until 70, your Social Security benefit will be 28% 
more than it would be at your FRA. But if you 
claim before you have reached your FRA, your 
benefit amount will be permanently reduced by 
.556% for each full month earlier than your FRA 
that you claim. If, for example, you claim your 
Social Security to start at age 64, your benefit 
will be cut by about 17% from what youd get by 
waiting until your FRA to claim. And, if you are 





married, that smaller benefit is what your wid- 
ows survivor benefit would be based upon if you 
die first. 

Anytime Social Security benefits are claimed 
before you have reached your full retirement 
age, you are subject to Social Security's “earn- 
ings test” which, if you are working, limits how 
much you can earn before Social Security takes 
back some of your benefits. For 2021, the annual 
earnings limit is $18,960, and if that is exceeded, 
they will take back benefits equal to $1 for every 
$2 you are over the limit. The earnings test ap- 
plies until you reach your FRA, after which there 
is no longer a limit to how much you can earn. In 
your specific situation, if you were to claim for 
your benefits to start mid-year (e.g., in May at 
age 64), you would be subject to a monthly earn- 
ings limit of $1,580 for the remaining months of 
2021, and if you exceed that monthly limit in any 
month, you wont be entitled to any benefits for 
that month. Then in 2022 you'll be subject to the 
annual limit, which isn’t yet published but will 
be slightly more than the 2021 limit. 

Exceeding the earnings limit means that So- 
cial Security will make you repay some of your 
benefits and, unless you make special arrange- 
ments to do otherwise, they will withhold future 
benefits until they recover what you owe. That 
means going without benefits for some months, 
and if you have a spouse or other dependent(s) 
collecting on your record, their benefits will also 
be suspended for that amount of time. 

So, as you can see there is no one simple an- 
swer to your question of when the best time is to 
claim Social Security. But a careful look at your 
personal circumstances relative to the above in- 
formation should help you make that decision.

per kilowatt hour. 

But following public comments and 
the tabling of the issue, Mayor William 
Sapelli came back with an amendment of 
60 cents.

We 
want to encourage use of electric cars but 
we dont want the taxpayers subsidizing 
the cost.

Councilor Paul Cavallo was against 
lowering the cost any further. 

“T think its fair, said Cavallo. “I don't 
want the town to have to encumber any 
more expenses. 

Cavallo also said the town has to cov- 
er the cost if the charging stations break 
down or are vandalized or harmed in any 
way. 

“They have some insurance, said Ca- 
vallo. “But not much. So that’s a cost we 
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from our 14 new vendors! This season the 
Holyoke Farmers’ Market is also welcom- 
ing various non-food vendors such as Ter- 
ra Pots who sells plants, Bath Thyme Soap 
Shop, Blu Angel Flame who sells Candles, 
and NA Brews, who produce non-alcohol- 
ic beverages.

borrowing $30 million to build a public safe- 
ty complex in FY2026. 

Councilor George Bitzas expressed while 
he supports the police and fire departments, 
he believes sufficient funds have been spent 
on the current facilities, and with rising taxes 
and costs, a public safety complex is a luxury 
the town does not need right now. 

Sapelli respectfully disagreed, specifically 
citing the age of Agawam Police Headquar- 
ters. 

“We have a police station that was retro- 





fitted from a school, said Sapelli. “This is not 
meeting our needs.’ 

Sapelli said a larger facility is needed for 
the fire department. 

“This is a long time coming, said Sapel- 
li. “It's been kicked down the road for 20, 30 
years, and its time it should be on there and 
we should take it seriously. 

A few councilors expressed disappoint- 
ment there was nothing in the capital pro- 
gram to address the Southwest Sewer Proj- 
ect. Sapelli recently addressed the sewer 
project in last weeks Agawam Advertiser 
News.

well as installing and replacing sidewalks 
throughout town. 

The new director will have other chal- 
lenges to face over the next few years, in- 
cluding the need to make improvements to 
the towns infrastructure. The town needs 
to make repairs and upgrades to the ex- 
isting sewer systems. There are numerous 
roads and sidewalks in need of repairs and 
replacement, as well as other intersections 


that are in need of improvements. Mazza 
will be tasked with prioritizing the projects 
and getting the most out of limited funding 
for road resurfacing and replacement. 

Also ongoing, the town must figure out 
how it will comply with federal stormwa- 
ter regulations. There has been talk in re- 
cent years about the possibility of needing 
to impose a stormwater utility with fees 
for town residents to address the require- 
ments of the regulations, but that utility 
has not come to fruition.

The 
program will utilize the book and assessment tool “Clifton 
Strengths for Students” to guide leadership skill building 
and team dynamics.
